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Gawsworth Old Hall, the residence of Lad^ Philippa 
Waithman, and the property of the Earl of Harringfton, is 
a beautiful specimen of the half-timbered style of archi¬ 
tecture for which Cheshire is so remarkable. The over¬ 
hanging- gables, the quaint leaded windows, and the sur¬ 
rounding luxuriant flower garden, are all typical of the 
mediaeval “ Hall.” 
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
